(c) A representative of the Ministry of Steel, Mines and 
Fuel in the Department of Mines and Fuel; 

(f) The Iron and Steel Controller; Sc 

(g) A representative of the Ministry of Steel, Mines and 
Fuel in the Department of Iron and Steel, who will 
also be the convenor of the Committee. 


In securing the principal objective of coordinating the 
work of different organisations engaged in the planning of 
the expansions to the steel works, the Committee will take 
into accoum, among other things, the requirements of coal, 
iron ore and limestone as also electric power and water 
and of the need to develop the sources of supply of these 
along with the expansion of the steel w»rks proper.

No. 9-P,G.(116)/59.— The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report ol the Port of Calcutta for the 
year 1958-59, The noteworthy features of the Report are the 
following:— 

(1) Financial Resulti 

The revenue receipts of the Port Commissioners for the 
year under review were Rs. 12,95.92,386 as against Rs. 12,75,80, 
916 in the previous year. 

The expenditure for the year amounted to Rx. 12,48,36,854 
as compared to Rs. 11,19,52,424 in the previous year. The 
year ended with a surplus of Rs. 47,55, 53^. This was due to 
increased income from goods and the Port Commissioners' 
Railway. 

The balance in the Revenue Reserve Fund as on the Slst 
March 1959 amounted to Rs. 5.44 crores while the Fire 
Insurance Fund had a dosing balance of Rs. 72 lakhs and 
the Vessels Replacement Fund Rs. 149 lakhs. During the 
year a Renewals and Replacement Fund was constituted with 
an appropriation of Rs. 8.45 lakhs from the revenue surplus. 
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During the year under review the Port Commissioners took 
a loan of Rs, 2 crores from Government and Rs. 94,17,686 
from the International Bank for Reconstruction atjd Deve- 
lopment, Washington, for financing Capital Works covered by 
the Second Five Year Plan, A contribution of Rs, 39 lakhs 
was also made to the Capital Account from the revenue 
surplus of the year. 

(2) Traffic 

The total tonnage of imports and exports which passed 
.through the Port during the year amounted to 5,063,327 and 
4,139,498 respectively as against the corresponding import and 
■export figures of 5,315',' 768 and 4,640579, in the year 1957-51, 
There was thus a decrease of 957,522 tons in the total trade 
passing through the Port as compared with the previous year.

The number of passengers who embarked from and dis- 
embarked at the Port was 14,657 and 13,617 respectively, as 
against 14,467 and 17,276 during 1957-58. 

(3) Labour 

A general strike was staged by Port Labour from the 16th 
June 1958 to the 27th June 1958 as a mark of protes; against 
the delay in the implementation of the Chauuhuri Commit- 
tee's recommendations. Barring this and the interruptions to 
normal work by walkouts and lightning strikes for short 
spells, the labour situation was satisfactory and a record 
volume of cargo was handled in many months.

In the case of coal experts, the average rate of loading per 
•hip worked out to 955 tons as against 967 tons during the 
previous year. The average rate #f leading In the case of 
•re vessels worked out to 1495 tens as against 1646 tons 
during the previous year. 


(4) Shipping 

The number of vessels that entered the Port during the 
year waa 1742 as against 1593 in the previous year ana the 
total gross tonnage increased from 10,103581 to 11,143,167. 
The deepest draft ship to enter the Port was S. S. "Feerlhwch** 
drawing 26'— 6" forward and 26'— 8"aft and the deepest draft 
ship to leave the Port was S.S. "Jaljawahar” drawing 26'— •" 
forward and 26'— 0” aft. 

In the Port Approaches, the Balari bar controlled the draft 
of ships for 56 days, Rangafalla channel for 307 days as 
against 336 days in 1957-58 and Eastern Gut for 2 days as 
against 26 days during the previous year. The controlling 
bars were below Diamond Harbour , for 363 days as against 
336 days during the previous year. This was due to the 
deterioration during the year of the Balari/Rangafalla 
channels. 

The drafts allotted to ships during the year suffered a set 
back owing to the deterioration of the Balari/Rangafall* 
chennels. 


(5) River Model Experiments 

Experiments on the Port model for reclaiming the Howrah 
Bank by dumping spoil dredged from the port area for the 
purpose of improving the stretch of the river between Howrah 
Bridge and the College reach including Hastings and Outram 
Shoal have been carried out. On the estuary model, experi- 
ments for Improving the Balari Channel were continued. The 
proving of the new model to study the effect of the upland 
discharge on the regime of the river was taken in hand. 


Ilooghli Pilotage 

The income from Pilotage during the year was Rs, 38,02,625 
and the expenditure Rs. 35,81,769 leaving a surplus of 
Rs. 2,20,856, Out of Lhe surplus arid the amount available 
lti the Revenue Balance Account, a sum of Rs. 2.25 lakhs was 
appropriated to the Revenue Reserve Fund— Pilotage and the 
balance of Rs. 18,998 was carried forward to the next financial 
year, 

(7) Port. Charges 

The Port Trust Railway freight structure was revised with 
effect from the 11th December, 1958, to yield an additional 
income of Rs. 15 lakhs per annum. 


(8) Port Railway 

The total tonnage handled by Lhe Port Commissioners 
Railway during the year amounted to 619,951 as against 5,16,001 
in the year 1957-58 and the income derived was Rs, 1,55,83,758 
as against Rs, 1,51,89,059 in the previous year. 


(9) Port Development 

During the year under review, a loan in various currencies 
equivalent to 29 million dollars (Rs. 13.8 crores) from the 
International Bank for Reconstruction and Development for 
financing the foreign exchange component of the ex- 
penditure on Second Five Year Plan Projects was finalised. 
The Port Commissioners accordingly revised their Second Five 
Year Plan Projects with a view to provide for much needed 
additional mechanical equipment and additional facilities. 
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(10) Capital Winkr. 

The expenditure during the year on Capital Works amount- 
ed to Rs. 2.48 crores. The important items on which Capital 
expenditure was incurred during the year 1958-59 were the
